However, should one group be found, the other group can be used in 
a rejection of the admitted obvious variant groups. 

The inventions listed as Groups I do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Claim 1 is either 
anticipated or obvious over DE 19526541 A (KILLMER ERIKA-X reference as indicated 
by International Search Report. 

DE '541 teaches a construction material that contains the same components 
within applicants' claimed amounts thus anticipating applicants' claims. Even if not 
anticipated, overlapping ranges of amounts would have been prima facie obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art. (The examiner is not well versant in the German language but 
it appears that reference can be made to col.2, line 7 and col. 3 line 49 based on the 
International Search Report). Thus, claim 1 provides no technical special contribution 
over the prior art and restriction is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse. 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims.
